Objects

2.  The  objects  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  patients  who  have  sustained  injuries  or  are  suffering 
from  diseases  (infectious  or  contagious  cases  excepted)  requiring 
surgical  or  medical  treatment,  and  who  reside  within  the  Boroughs 
of  West  Hartlepool  or  Hartlepool  or  such  other  Districts  as  the 
Management  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  decide,  on  such 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

3.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  shall  be  provided  for 
by  public  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  the  interest  arising 
from  funds  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  and  by 
donations  made  by  patients  or  friends. 


4.  The  free  benefits  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  available  to  persons 
who  are  not  in  a  position  to  provide  themselves  with  private 
medical  attendance.  Other  persons  may  be  admitted,  provided 
the  patients  or  their  friends  subscribe  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital 
such  sums  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  House  Committee. 

Slwhendtl<>nS  Subscriptions  for  the  current  year  are  due  on  the  first  day 

of  January  in  each  year,  and  are  payable  in  advance. 

Discontinuance  All  Annual  Subscribers  shall  be  considered  as  continuing

78.  Accepted  cases  for  which  there  is  no  immediate  room  will 
be  sent  for  by  the  House  Surgeon  as  vacancies  occur. 

79.  The  following  cases  are  ineligible  : — 

Those  who  upon  examination  are  deemed  incurable  or  not 
likely  to  receive  permanent  relief ; 

Those  suffering  from  Phthisis  or  Mental  Diseases,  and 
those  whose  complaints  are  likely  to  be  so  tedious  as  to 
preclude  the  admission  of  more  urgent  cases;

82.  Patients  shall  obey  the  directions  of  the  Medical  Staff,  the 
House  Surgeon,  the  Matron  and  the  Nurses. 

83,  Patients  shall  be  permitted  to  supplement  the  diet  provided 
by  the  Hospital  with  fruit,  eggs  and  other  light  foods,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Doctor  or  Nurse  in  charge.  No  medicine  or 
intoxicant  shall  be  brought  into  the  hospital  by  or  for  the  use  of 
any  patient. 

86.  Patients  on  admission  shall  hand  to  the  Matron  all  money 
or  valuables,  and  shall  be  given  a  receipt.  The  Hospital  will  not 
be  responsible  for  any  loss  through  neglect  of  this  precaution. 

88.  Relations  and  friends  may  visit  patients  under  the  following 
conditions : — 

On  Saturdays  .  from  2.30  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m. 

On  Sundays  .  from  3.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m. 

On  Wednesdays  .  from  2.0  p.m.  to  3.0  p.m. 

On  Thursdays  .  from  6.30  p.m.  to  7.30  p.m. 

(for  male  visitors  only). 

No  other  visits  will  be  allowed  except  by  permission  of  the 
House  Surgeon  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Matron. 

89.  Each  patient  is  allowed  two  visitors  only  at  a  time.  Each 
visitor  is  allowed  to  see  one  patient  only.  Ward  to  ward  visiting 
is  not  allowed. 

90.  Children  will  be  admitted  as  visitors  if  in  charge  of  a 
responsible  person,  subject  to  Rule  89. 

91.  Visitors  in  whose  household  any  infectious  disease  prevails 
will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  the  Hospital. 

35.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Management  Committee,  superintend  and  manage  the  finances  of 
the  Hospital  and  shall,  in  particular,  initiate,  foster  and  manage 
schemes  for  increasing  the  income  of  the  Hospital. 

40.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Management  Committee,  invest  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees 
all  money  for  investment.

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REPORT 

OF  THE  MANAGEMENT  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  CAMERON  HOSPITAL 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 


THE  Management  Committee  has  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Subscribers  the  Thirty-Fourth  Annual  Report, 
together  with  a  statement  of  Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938. 

The  Work  of  the  Hospital. 

A  Table,  presenting  in  a  convenient  form  a  summary  of 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year,  forms  an  Appendix 
to  this  Report. 

The  table  reveals  a  general  increase  in  our  work  and 
that  the  Hospital  has  been  functioning  for  the  most  part  up 
to  capacity. 

A  pleasing  feature  is  that  despite  several  adverse  factors, 
the  cost  per  In-Patient  per  day  shows  a  decrease  on  last 
year. 


Finance. 

In  the  past,  the  Hospital  Accounts  have  been  kept  open 
for  a  short  period  after  the  31st  December  to  enable  certain 
items  of  income  due  for  the  accounting  year,  but  not  handed 
over  until  early  in  the  new  year,  to  be  included.  Your 
Committee  decided  that  this  practice  should  not  continue, 
and  the  accounts  for  the  year  under  review  were  closed  on 
the  31st  December,  1938.  In  spite  of  the  consequent  omission 
of  certain  items,  it  is  most  pleasing  to  bring  to  your  notice 
that  the  income  for  1938  is  the  highest  yet  recorded. 
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A  comparison  of  Income  and  Expenditure  for  the  past 
ten  years  is  given  below: —

In  making  comparison  between  income  and  expenditure, 
especial  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  greatly  increased  running 
costs  to  be  faced  in  the  future. 


The  rates  of  salaries  paid  to  the  nursing  staff  have  been 
raised  considerably;  the  number  of  staff  employed  has  been 
increased  to  bring  about  the  decrease  in  working  hours 
referred  to  elsewhere  in  this  report;  a  further  increase  in 
staff  will  be  required  when  the  ten  extra  beds  are  put  into 
use ;  finally  the  extra  beds  themselves  and  the  maintenance 
of  the  new  Nurses’  Home  will  constitute  a  new  and  consider¬ 
able  item  of  expense  in  our  accounts. 

The  expenses  referred  to  will  be  accepted  as  uniformly 
desirable,  but  the  Committee  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  bring 
the  fact  prominently  to  the  notice  of  the  public  so  that  the 
necessary  financial  effort  may  be  timely  and  sufficient. 


Income  Tax  on  Annual  Subscriptions. 

Subscribers  are  reminded  of  the  facilities  available  under 
the  Finance  Acts  whereby  a  Covenant  may  be  given  for  an 
annual  subscription  over  a  period  of  years.  The  Committee 
would  be  grateful  for  a  more  extended  use  of  this  form  of 
agreement  as  it  enables  the  income  tax  on  subscriptions  to 
be  recovered  from  the  Government  and  thereby  increases  the 
amount  of  the  subscription  by  the  addition  of  the  sum 
refunded. 
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A  subscription  of  One  Guinea  made  under  this  Income 
Tax  saving  Covenant  results  (at  the  present  full  rate  of  tax) 
in  the  Hospital  receiving  £1/7/7  nett  without  a  single  penny 
of  extra  expense  to  the  Subscriber. 

The  adoption  of  the  scheme  by  all  Subscribers  last  year 
would  have  resulted  in  an  additional  payment  to  the  Hospital 
of  approximately  £335,  without  additional  cost  to  the 
Subscribers. 

Annual  Subscribers  are  requested  to  enter  into  these 
Covenants  and  to  consult  the  Secretary  in  case  of  doubt. 


Workmen’s  Contributions  and  Contributory  Schemes. 

Workmen’s  contributions  continue  to  show  gratifying 
improvement.  For  the  years  1936,  1937  and  1938  they  have 
been  £3491,  £4397  and  £4725  respectively.  These  contribu¬ 
tions  fluctuate  according  to  the  amount  of  employment  in  the 
town,  but  having  regard  to  the  trade  position  in  1938  the 
increase  is  not  wholly  accountable  for  in  that  way  and  is 
therefore  the  more  deserving  of  appreciation. 

During  the  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  encourage 
the  employees  of  many  smaller  firms  to  join  the  contributory 
scheme,  and  the  response  has  been  good.  There  are  however 
a  large  number  whom  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  approach, 
and  we  would  welcome  enquiries  from  such  firms  as  to 
details  of  the  Scheme. 

An  earnest  appeal  is  made  to  all  associated  with  the 
Hospital  to  take  an  active  and  personal  part  in  introducing 
others  in  this  scheme.  It  represents  a  fruitful  field  of 
endeavour  for  the  Hospital  worker  and  a  form  of  insurance 
of  immense  value  to  the  contributor.

The  property  and  general  equipment  of  the  Hospital  has 
been  carefully  maintained.  A  Stereoscope  has  been  purchased 
for  the  Radiological  work  attached  to  the  Orthopaedic  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  six-year-old  X-Ray  Tube  has  been  replaced  with 
a  Cuthbert  Andrews  10  K.W.  Double  Focus  Tube.  Additions 
have  also  been  made  to  the  Opthalmic  equipment. 

The  X-Ray  apparatus  itself  is  giving  cause  for  anxiety 
as  it  is  in  immediate  need  either  of  replacement  at  a  cost  of 
some  £1,100  or  modernisation  at  a  cost  of  about  £80 — £100 

The  position  with  regard  to  it  is  that  it  is  doing  good 
work  with  however,  a  maximum  amount  of  labour,  trouble 
and  difficulty,  on  the  part  of  our  Honorary  Radiologist  (Dr. 
J.  Kerr  Muir)  and  the  X-Ray  Sister,  with,  in  addition,  some 
waste  in  running  costs.  The  choice  between  modernisation 
and  replacement  is  a  difficult  and  responsible  one  and  will  be 
the  subject  of  an  early  decision  by  your  Committee.  The 
cost  is  a  matter  we  would  commend  to  your  notice. 


Extensions  Fund  and  Extensions. 

The  building  of  the  ten  bed  extension  to  the  Wilson 
Ward,  the  new  home  for  twenty-eight  nurses  and  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  boiler  house  to  accommodate  the  three  new  gas 
heated  boilers,  was  commenced  in  January,  1938,  and  the 
work  is  now  nearing  completion. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  furnishings  and  equip¬ 
ment  required,  and  your  Committee  anticipate  that  the 
extensions  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the  early  summer. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  whole  of  these  extensions  is 
approximately  £12,700,  of  which  75%  is  being  provided  by 
the  Commissioner  for  the  Special  Areas.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  £2940  11s.  6d.  had  been  received  in  donations  towards 
the  Hospital’s  share  of  the  cost,  which  is  approximately  £3175. 
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As  the  estimated  cost  figure  is  very  approximate  and  may 
well  be  exceeded  by  necessary  items  not  regarded  by  the 
Commissioner  as  being*  within  the  scope  of  the  grant,  it  is 
hoped  that  contributions  will  continue  to  be  made  to  the 
Extensions  Fund  so  that  the  buildings  may  be  opened  free 
of  debt. 

Wireless  Appeal. 

On  the  26th  June,  1938,  Mr.  Compton  Mackenzie  broad¬ 
cast  the  week’s  g*ood  cause  appeal  on  behalf  of  this  Hospital. 
The  resultant  sum  of  £178  which  was  subscribed  by  persons 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  made  a  useful  addition  to  the 
Extensions  Fund. 

Wireless  Sets  and  Football  Broadcasts. 

The  utility  of  the  Wireless  Set  which  was  so  generously 
provided  by  a  small  body  of  supporters  has  recently  been 
supplemented  by  the  relaying  to  the  Hospital  of  a  running 
commentary  on  football  matches  from  Hartlepools  United 
Ground.  Acknowledgment  has  been  made  elsewhere  to 
Toe  H  and  other  bodies  and  individuals  who  collaborated  to 
bring  this  about,  and  it  remains  only  to  record  that  the 
commentary  is  much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 

Obituary. 

The  Committee  records  with  deep  regret  the  deaths  of : — 

Mr.  F.  Beck  (a  member  of  the  House  &  Management 
Committees)  ; 

Mr.  J.  B.  Greenwell  (a  member  of  the  Management, 
House  and  Works  Committees)  ; 

Mr.  J.  W.  McRobert,  J.P.  (Vice-President,  and  a  late 
Chairman  of  the  Manag*ement  &  House  Com¬ 
mittees)  ; 

Mr.  J.  G.  Taylor  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Hospital 
from  1905  to  1924,  and  Fife  Member  of  the 
Management  Committee). 
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Nursing  Staff. 

During  the  year  increases  in  the  Nursing  Staff  have  been 
made  and  hours  of  duty  re-arranged  so  as  to  reduce  working 
hours  to  a  minimum.  Your  Committee  now  reports  that  a 
progressive  reduction  in  working  hours  has  been  made  and 
that  a  close  approximation  to  a  96  hours  fortnight  has  been 
achieved. 

The  training  period  of  Probationers  has  been  reduced 
from  3|  years  to  3  years  to  bring  us  into  line  with  most  other 
hospitals. 

Lectures  were  given  during  the  year  by  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  and  a  qualified  Sister  Tutor.  Six  nurses 
entered  for  the  State  examinations  and  five  were  successful ; 
two  passing  the  final  examination  and  three  the  preliminary. 

Ladies’  Linen  Guild. 

All  bed  linen,  garments,  etc.,  required  by  the  Hospital 
during  the  course  of  the  year  have  as  in  previous  years  been 
wholly  provided  by  the  Guild,  and  in  addition  an  electric 
sewing  machine.  The  Guild’s  Collection  for  1938  amounted 
to  £200. 


Association  of  Friends  of  Cameron  Hospital. 

Our  Friends  continue  to  give  very  active  and  valuable 
support  in  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  Hospital.  The  amount 
handed  over  during  the  Hospital  financial  year  was  £450. 

The  Association’s  special  effort — the  Hospital  Fete — ■ 
which  was  held  in  Mr.  J.  W.  Cameron’s  grounds  at  “  Briar- 
fields,”  was  highly  successful,  and  all  those  persons  who  took 
any  part  whatever  in  this  effort  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  splendid  result. 

The  collection  and  distribution  of  boxes  was  recently 
taken  over  by  the  Association  of  Friends.  The  collection  has 
been  entirely  re-organised  and  is  being  made  three  times  per 
year. 

The  various  Ward  Committees  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  their  ingenuity  and  enthusiasm  in  organising  events  for 
the  Hospital. 
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The  Association  has  come  to  play  a  vital  part  in  our 
finances  and  the  presence  of  their  President  and  Members 
on  our  Committees  is  a  real  source  of  strength  to  us. 

A  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  is  sub¬ 
mitted  as  our  annexe  to  this  report. 

The  Cameron  Hospital  Association  of  Local  Tradesmen. 

The  Association  of  Local  Tradesmen  have  had  another 
active  year,  and  continue  to  form  a  valuable  means  whereby 
Tradespeople  who  wish  to  contribute  to  the  Hospital  can  do 
so  quarterly  and  at  the  same  time  make  provision  for  them¬ 
selves  and  their  dependents  should  Hospital  treatment  be 
required.

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REPORT 


OF  PRESIDENT  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

to 

Third  Annual  Meeting  of  Association  of  Friends 
for  the  Year  ended  30th  September,  1938. 


1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  following  report 
on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  myself  in  respect 
of  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1938. 

Vice-Presidents. 

My  first  pleasure  must  be  to  express  our  grateful  thanks 
to  our  Vice-Presidents  for  their  services  during  the  year 
under  review.  I  feel  that  as  a  body  they  are  very  typical 
of  the  Association  in  that  some  of  them  help  by  monetary 
contributions,  some  by  arduous  services,  and  some  by  both. 
We  look  forward  to  their  re-election  and  continued  support. 

Executive  Committee. 

If  1  may  next  interpolate  a  few  words  as  President  it 
would  be  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Executive  Committee 
themselves  for  the  large  amount  of  work  they  have  put  in 
and  for  the  leadership  they  have  exercised  in  regard  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Association.  The  attendances  at  our  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  at  the  many  other 
meetings  of  sub-committees  which  have  taken  place  during 
the  year  have  been  very  good,  and  there  has  been  a  marked 
exhibition  of  tact  and  the  spirit  of  “  give  and  take,”  without 
which  the  work  of  a  voluntary  association  such  as  this  could 
not  be  carried  on  satisfactorily.  I  extend  to  them  my 
grateful  thanks. 

Membership. 

I  come  now  to  the  question  of  membership  of  our 
Association.  This  1  am  glad  to  say  has  risen  during  the 
year  that  is  passed,  and  at  the  end  of  it  stood  at  285.  This 
satisfactory  feature  is  largely  due  to  the  enthusiastic 
canvassing  carried  out  by  the  Officers,  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Ward  Committees,  and  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  the  hope  that  during  the  year  that 
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lies  ahead  we  may  bring  this  number  up  to  500.  Whilst  on 
that  subject,  and  in  case  there  are  any  persons  present  who 
are  not  already  members  of  the  Association,  let  me  explain 
that  membership  of  the  Association  does  not  necessarily 
involve  membership  of  a  ward  committee.  I  know  there  are 
many  people  who  do  not  like  serving  on  committees  but 
who  are  willing  and  ready  to  be  called  upon  as  required  to 
support  efforts  made  by  the  Association,  and  it  is  to  these 
people  especially  that  ]  would  appeal  to  join  our  Association. 
Membership  itself  involves  a  subscription  of  6d.  per  annum,- 
which  is  due  on  the  1st  October  in  respect  of  the  ensuing 
twelve  months,  and  in  exchange  for  which  a  membership 
card,  which  serves  as  a  card  of  identity,  is  issued  on  behalf 
of  the  appropriate  ward  secretary.  After  that  any  member 
of  the  Association  can  do  as  much  or  as  little  as  he  is  able 
and  willing  to  do  in  support  of  the  Association. 

Unfortunately  one  cannot  refer  to  the  question  of 
membership  without  regarding,  with  great  regret,  the  loss 
during  the  year  of  a  member  of  the  Seaton  (Town  End) 
Ward.  Mrs.  Porritt,  who  passed  away  in  September,  was 
one  of  many  who  helped  in  that  ward  particularly  and  with 
the  work  of  the  Association  in  general,  and  who  will  be 
accordingly  missed  by  us  all. 

Ward  Committees. 

In  order  to  strengthen  the  relation  between  the  various 
Ward  Committees  and  the  Executive  Committee  it  will  be 
remembered  that  we  altered  our  original  rule  under  which 
the  chairman  and  secretary  of  each  Ward  Committee  were 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  so  as  to 
include  the  treasurer  of  each  ward  as  well.  This  means 
that  there  are  three  officials  from  each  ward  who  are  entitled 
to  sit  on  the  Executive  Committee,  and  we  have  found 
considerable  benefit  from  this  alteration. 

In  general  the  Ward  Committees  have  functioned  with 
great  zeal  and  efficiency,  and  praise  is  due  to  them  for  the 
success  which  has  attended  their  efforts.  In  the  Central, 
West  and  South-East  Wards  the  resignation  of  officials  for 
various  reasons  gave  rise  to  a  falling  off  in  the  activity  in 
these  wards,  but  it  is  satisfactory  that  quite  recently  new 
officials  and  committees  have  been  set  up  in  the  Central  and 
West  Wards,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  same 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs  may  emerge  in  the  South-East 
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Ward.  I  am  perfectly  certain  that  in  that  ward  there  are 
large  numbers  of  people  who  are  willing  and  anxious  to  do 
what  they  can  in  support  of  the  Cameron  Hospital,  and  1 
would  make  a  special  plea  to  such  persons  to  come  forward 
either  to  Mr.  Kay,  Mr.  Pallett  or  myself,  in  order  that  the 
work  of  the  Association  may  be  carried  on  in  the  South-East 
Ward  with  the  same  enthusiasm  that  it  is  in  all  the  other 
wards. 

Finance. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Association  has  had 
a  very  active  year,  as  a  result  of  which  it  has  been  possible 
to  make  four  quarterly  payments  to  the  Hospital  as  follows  :

You  will  notice  that  the  last  of  these  payments  was  in 
fact  made  after  the  end  of  our  financial  year  but,  for 
convenience,  the  item  has  been  included  in  our  balance  sheet. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  we  have  made  it  a  custom  to 
transfer  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  after 
the  end  of  each  quarter  an  amount  to  the  Hospital  Account, 
and  as  the  Executive  Committee  meets  on  the  first  Friday 
of  each  month,  this  means  that  with  the  end  of  the  financial 
year,  we  have  not  in  fact  made  a  transfer  since  the  first  week 
in  July.  In  order  to  get  out  of  this  difficulty  in  future  we 
are  going  to  consider  making  our  transfers  to  the  Hospital 
Account  on  the  first  Fridays  in  March,  June,  September  and 
December,  commencing  forthwith.  Such  an  arrangement 
will  have  the  added  advantage  that  we  shall  have  made  a 
payment  to  the  Hospital  Account  shortly  before  the  end  of 
the  Hospital  financial  year,  which  is  on  December  31st. 

You  will  like  to  hear  particularly  how  the  substantial 
total  of  £475  Os.  0d.,  to  which  1  have  just  referred,  was 
realised.  The  outstanding  effort  of  the  Association  was 
the  annual  fete,  which  produced  the  sum  of  £140  13s.  4d. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Cameron  kindly  lent  the  paddock  at  “  Briarfields  ” 
for  the  event,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  a  more  ideal  place  could 
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have  been  found  for  an  effort  of  this  kind.  Our  thanks  have 
been  expressed  to  him  for  his  kindness,  and  I  have  ventured 
to  express  the  hope  that  he  will  repeat  it  in  future  years. 
On  the  whole  the  weather  treated  us  kindly,  and  a  large 
attendance  of  a  very  generous  public  rewarded  the  extensive 
efforts  put  forward  by  so  many  members  and  well-wishers 
of  the  Association.  Jn  connection  Avith  an  event  towards 
which  so  many  contributed,  it  would  be  impossible  to  single 
out  any  individual  for  our  especial  thanks,  but  the  Executive 
Committee  desires,  as  I  do,  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  all  concerned. 

On  the  Wednesday  prior  to  the  fete  a  fancy  dress  and 
cycle  parade  was  arranged  for  the  evening,  and  it  was 
disappointing  that  heavy  rain  shortly  prior  to  the  time  fixed 
for  this  event  curtailed  the  entries  and  also  the  interest  taken 
in  the  event.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  the  collection  taken 
as  the  parade  moved  around  the  town  amounted  to  £9  12s.  9d. 

Another  outstanding  event  of  the  year  has  been  the 
taking  over  by  the  Association  of  the  distribution  and 
collection  of  the  many  collecting  boxes  in  circulation  in 
shops  and  other  places  in  the  town.  The  arrangements  have 
been  completely  re-organised  and  in  future  the  boxes  will 
be  collected  every  four  months,  as  a  consequence  of  which 
it  is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  arrangement  has  now  been 
achieved.  During  the  year  the  amount  collected  from  these 
boxes  totalled  £158  9s.  5d. 

The  various  Ward  Committees  have  been  very  active 
during  the  year  in  running  innumerable  events  of  one  kind 
and  another,  as  a  result  of  which  £141  16s.  5d.  has  been 
raised. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  fact  that  the  Hospital 
President,  Sir  William  Gray,  kindly  threw  his  gardens  open 
to  the  public  on  Sunday,  July  24th,  when  members  of  the 
Association,  on  Sir  William’s  authority,  made  a  collection 
amounting  to  £2  18s.  9d.  from  those  visiting  the  gardens. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  special  appeal  for  scrap 
metal  was  made  to  the  public  and  the  response  resulted  in  a 
clear  profit  of  £13  9s.  Id.  In  recording  this  satisfactory  item 
our  thanks  are  due  to  our  Vice-President,  Mr.  Shaw,  for  his 
kindness  in  collecting  the  metal  and  also  for  acting  as  our 
salesman, 
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The  Executive  Committee  has  also  run  a  monthly  whist 
drive  and  dance  as  a  combined  ward  effort.  The  results 
have  not  been  as  good  as  it  was  hoped,  but  nevertheless 
£14  10s.  Id.  has  been  realised  during  the  year  and  we  hope 
that  as  time  goes  on  the  results  will  improve. 

Representation  on  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Hospital  Management  Committee  readily  responded 
to  the  request  of  your  President  made  during  the  year,  to 
increase  the  Association’s  representation  on  the  Management 
Committee,  and  we  now  have  five  seats  on  that  body.  These 
have  been  occupied  by  the  President,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
and  Mesdames  Campbell,  Clarke  and  Cooper.  The  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  further  appointed  your  President  to  the 
House  &  Finance  Committee,  so  that  you  will  see  that  the 
Association  is  kept  well  in  touch  with  the  actual  management 
of  the  Hospital. 

GENERAL. 

No  record  of  the  past  year’s  activities  will  be  complete 
without  reference  to  the  most  enjoyable  social  event  run  by 
the  Association  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  took 
the  form  of  a  dinner  and  dance,  which  it  is  hoped  to  make 
an  annual  event,  so  as  to  ensure  that  those  of  us  who  meet 
so  frequently  for  the  purpose  of  work  may  also  have,  at  least 
annually,  an  opportunity  of  meeting  at  a  purely  social  event 
with  nothing  more  arduous  in  front  of  us  than  to  enjoy  a 
pleasant  evening. 

In  conclusion  I  would  tender  our  grateful  thanks  to  all 
those  who  have  supported  the  Association  in  all  manner  of 
ways  and  who  have  made  possible  the  success  which  I  feel 
the  Association  can  claim  it  has  achieved.  It  would  be 
invidious,  and  indeed  impossible,  to  mention  any  individual 
names  where  so  many  are  concerned,  but  I  cannot  close 
without  special  mention  of  our  friends  the  Press,  who  have 
at  all  times  been  most  ready  to  help  in  anything'  we  have 
asked.  Accordingly  1  desire  to  mention  them  specially  in 
the  thanks  I  would  express  to  all  who  have  contributed  in 
any  way  to  the  work  of  the  Association.

'Y'HERE  are  those  in  this  area  who  are  ABLE  but  DO  NOT 
support  their  Hospital  who,  if  sickness  or  accident  came 
upon  them,  would  be  obliged  to  seek  the  help  of  the  Hospital 
and  would  expect  to  receive  free  treatment.  Such  patients 
now  often  occupy  beds  to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  DO 
subscribe. 

In  justice  to  REGULAR  SUBSCRIBERS,  this  Association 
has  now  been  formed  to  provide  an  avenue  for  those  self- 
employed  persons  and  their  families  who,  it  is  known,  desire 
to  subscribe  to  the  Cameron  Hospital  in  a  small  way  and  for 
whom  there  has  heretofore  been  no  organisation  available. 

Membership  of  the  Association  is  limited  to  self-employed 
persons  only. 

The  Annual  Subscription  is  10/-  per  shop  or  establishment 
not  to  include  any  employees  or  children  over  16  years  of  age. 
For  children  over  16  years  and  up  to  21  years  an  additional 
subscription  of  4/-  per  annum  will  be  payable,  and  for  persons 
(single)  over  21  years  10/-  per  annum,  provided  they  are  not 
employed  elsewLere. 

Subscriptions  may  be  paid  annually  on  1st  November,  or 
quarterly  on  1st  November,  1st  February,  1st  Mav  and  1st 
August,  IN  ADVANCE. 

THE  BENEFITS  OF  THE  SCHEME  are  to  provide  free 
treatment  at  the  Cameron  Hospital  to  members  and  their 
families  under  16  years  for  any  period  as  an  indoor  or  outdoor 
patient,  when  recommended  by  their  doctor.  Members  being 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  as  paying  patients  will  receive  a 
reduction  of  25%  from  the  account  for  hospital  charges. 

All  monies  collected  will  be  paid  by  the  Association  to  the 
Cameron  Hospital  on  30th  April  and  31st  October  in  each 
year,  and  will  be  devoted  to  ordinary  maintenance  purposes.

The  Cameron  Hospital  Association  of  Local  Tradesmen 
has  now  been  in  progress  for  two  years. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  there  were  170  Subscribers 
on  the  register;  and  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  there  are 
202  names  on  the  books. 

But  for  various  reasons,  some  leaving  the  district,  some 
giving  up  business,  four  deceased,  and  others  not  able  to 
keep  up  their  subscriptions  through  decline  of  trade,  there 
are  many  who  have  not  paid  the  full  subscriptions. 

Collectors,  in  some  cases,  have  called  several  times,  and 
have  been  unable  to  obtain  what  was  due. 
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Of  these  202  members,  there  are  25  who  have  paid 
nothing  for  one  of  the  above  reasons,  leaving  177  who  have 
contributed  at  all. 

During'  this  second  year  only  one  social  function  has 
been  organised,  which  proved  a  huge  success. 

This  was  held  at  Hart,  on  October  26th,  1938,  and  the 
success  of  the  effort  was  due  largely  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hansell, 
aided  by  the  rest  of  the  Committee.  The  profits  from  this 
enabled  the  Committee  to  pay  £10  to  the  Extension  Fund. 

The  subscriptions  collected  for  this  year  amounted  to 
£77  2s.  6d.  At  the  end  of  the  first  half-year  a  cheque  for  £50 
was  handed  to  the  Hospital,  and  a  further  £25  was  given  out 
of  the  second  half-year’s  subscriptions,  making  a  total  of  £75. 

During  this  last  year  seven  new  members  have  been 
added  to  the  Committee,  and  Mrs.  Coverdale  was  elected 
Treasurer,  as  from  June  1st,  on  the  resignation  from  that 
office,  of  Mr.  T.  Cuy.
